The fresher the sandwich the better 
therefore the sandwiches should not 
stand long before serving.

FROM CHINA’S EMPRESS. 


Money Giit Toward Building a 
Medical College. 


The correspondent of the London 
Times at Pekin says :—For the first 
time since she was responsible for 
the government of China the dowager 
Impress has publicly recognized the 
medical work of tho Protestant mis- 
sions. Rocently the London Mission 
the American Board of Missions and 
the American Presbyterian mission 
agreed to found jointly a college 
where modern medicine and surgery 
could be taught to medical mission- 
aries of these three bodies. In ac- 
cordance with the scheme a medical 
college is now under construction, 
the entire cost of the building and 
equipment being undertaken by the 
London Mission alone. Students will 
undergo five years’ training and at 
the end of the course a diploma will 
be granted. The training will be re- 
gardiess of creed, but the bulk of 
the students will at first, naturally, 
be Christians. The cost of the 
building and equipment is estimated 
at £10,000, Towards this the 
dowager-Empress has contributed 
10,000 taels. Subscriptions are now 
being sought from high Chinese ofli- 
cials, who are expected to follow the 
example of the Empress.

schemes, the Government appointed 
two special advisory committces— 
one for horses, and the other for 
cattle, sheep and swine, 

The horse breeding scheme, as out- 
lined by the advisory committee and 
approved by the Agricultural Board, 
provided for the registration of sui- 
table and sound thoroughbred and 
agricultural sires, and the selection 
of a number of the best brood mares” 
in each county to be served by these 
sires. The owner of oa registered 
Stallion is entitled, under the scheme, 
to a fee of £3 for each selected mare 
put to his stallion. The mares  se- 
lested were the property of persons 
deriving their means of living from 
farming, whose valuation did not 
exceed in the poorer counties £150 
and in the more wealthy counties 
£200, 

The first year 410 stallions were 
offered for registration, of which 298 
were thoroughbred and 112 of the 
agricultural type. From the first 
it was deemed advisable to spare no 
pains in making a searching exam- 
ination of the stallions offered for 
rezistration, and, accordingly, be- 
fore any of the stallions offered un- 
der the scheme were accepted, the 
Department's inspectors had to certi- 
fy, (1) as to suitability, and (2) as 
to the soundness of the animal. A 
register Was published in March, 
1901, which contained the names and 
pedigrees of 97 thoroughbred and 
81 agricultural stallions that had 
been accepted. Upwards of 1,800 
frce nomination tickets of £3 each 
Were offered at 150 shows of mares 
held during March ami April, and 
nearly 1,700 of these tickets were 
issued, 

In addition to subsidizing stallions 
by means of £38 nominations to 
mares, the ‘Department offered in a 
few counties, where there was. an 
insufficient flumber of stallions for

‘The replies received are given a 
below:— 
Geo, H. Barr, London.—‘The prin- 
cipal defects in the milk being deliv- 
ered at the cheese factories at the 
present time are, over-ripeness, cowy 
flavors, gasy, and what is known as 
bitter milk. All these defects are 
caused by the same thing—improper 
care on the farm, such as unclean 
milking, not straining the milk, al- 
lowing the milk to stand over night 
in places where the air is made im- 
pure by adjacent hog pens, barn- 
yards, etc., and not cooling the milk 
to under 70 degrees immediately af- 
ter milking. 
“Our makers are having hard work 
at the present time in many of the 
factories to make even a passable 
cheese from the quality of milk be- 
ing delivered, and the quantity of 
milk required to make a pound of 
cheese is much greater than if the 
milk was in proper condition. Where 
the makers are careful in selecting 
the milk at the receiving window 
there is not so much trouble in the 
factory, which leads one to the con- 
clusion that the makers have the 
solution of the problem largely in 
their own hands. Where we find 
clean, - tidy factories, we invariably 
find clean milk delivered; and where 
the factory and maker are dirty and 
untidy, the milk is generally of the

ANCESTOR WORSHIP COMMON 
IN JAPAN. 
Something About the Persecuted 
Doukhobors or Spirit 
Wrestlers. 


It would be almost impossible to 
find two civilized countries in which 
so many weird religious sects 
abound as in Russia and Japan. 
Pach country has its orthodox reli- 
gion; in Japan it is now Buddhism, 
in Russia the Greek Church claims 
the great majority. Bach of these 
great bodien, however, are contend- 
ing with smaller sects and doing all 
in their power to wipe their adher- 
ents off the face of the globe. In 
Russia the persecution of the Spirit 
Wrestlers and the Khylstics has pass- 
ed all bounds, and makes tho 
martyrs of old look very small be- 
side the followers of these sects. 
For years they have been driven 
from pillar to post in a most ruth- 
less manner. 

Whenever they managed to settle 
in a district, generally some  far- 
away spot that had been avoided by 
others as unfit for human® habitation, 
and made it by their marvellous in- 


dustry a prosperous village, they| 


would be pounced upon ny the 
soldiers, Shots, whips, and sabres 
and galloping horses would announce 
their doom. 

With the fierce brutality of the 
Church and State it seems almost 


miraculous that these humble  wor- 


shippers could have survived, and 
yet their number increases yearly. 


SPIRIT WRESTLURS. 


The Spirit Wrestlers were first no- 


ticed about the sixteenth century. 
Then they were in such very small 


numbers that little notice was taken 


of them, but soon their rapid devel- 
{opment alarmed the Church and 


State, and the organized sysematic 
form of persecution was begun. What 
has always made the attacks upon 
them so much worse is that they 
must kill neither man mv beast. 
They therefore carry no aims, and 
yvefuse point-blank to defend them- 


selves when attacked. This may be 


the very cause for which they are 
persecuted, as Russia can tolerate no 
one that is not suitable for the 
army. They ‘also believe that the 
Spirit of God is present in the soul 
of man, and so when meeting cach 
other they bow low to the ground 
and thus acknowledge the divine in 
their brother. 

The doctrine, like many ottlier sects 
in Russia and Japan, is not written, 
but verbally handed down from gen- 
eration to generation. Tt is called 
“Tradition” or ‘‘the Book of Life,’ 
because it lives in the memory of its 
followers and in their hearts It is 
chiefly made up from extracts from 
the Bible, with original additions 
added to suit altered conditions. 
Yrom the Psalms the majority of 
their sayings can be traced. 


IDBAL BELIEFS, 


They hold that all action not bas- 
ed on loye—such as thieving, murder, 
lying—are opposed to their con- 
Science, and therefore contrary to the 
will of God. Lying is perhaps the 
greatest sin in their eyes. Industry 
and abstinence are the very breath 
of their lives. ‘The word of God they 


understand to be the power of love! 
and life, the source of all that really | 


exists.

Another Corundum Mill. 


As the result of an important meet- 
ing of the United States and Canadian 
capitalists, held in Toronto recently, 
the exceedingly valuable corundum 
fields in Renfrew county will be work- 
ed next summer and an important 
industry added to that section of the 
country. The meeting was that of 
the directors of the Corundum Refin- 
ers, Limited, a corporation recently 
chartered under the Ontario Act. 

Plans were submitted by a well- 
known architect for a modern mill of 
100 tons daily capacity, and work will 
be commenced at Palmer Rapids this 
fall. Itis expected that the product 
will be turned out in the spring, and 
so great is the demand for corundum 
that the entire output of this mill has 
been sold ayearinadyance. The min- 
eral is used in large quantities for ab- 
rasives, and deposits in the United 
States have become exhausted, The 
company has purchased outright from 
private parties or acquired from the 
government 1,360 acres of rich corun- 
dum lands in Renfrew, and on this 
tract will employ a large number of 
men, 


Shrinkage in Diary Receipts. 


G. G. Publow, Chief Instructor for 
the Eastern Ontario Dairy Syndicate, 
says the output of cheese in his part of 
the Province is, for the present season 
to date, about the same for the same 
period as last year. 

The April and May make was 
smaller, but the June and July make 
is larger. ‘*Owing to the preyailing 
low price of cheese it is,” says Mr. 
Publow, ‘my opinion that the balance 
of the season’s make will not be so 
large as that of last year. I believe it 
would be in the interest of dairying if 
all the cheese factories would stop 
makimgatthe end of October, unless the 
weather in November should prove to 
be favorable for the manufacture of 
November cheese.” 

With a decreased make, and lower 
prices combined, Mr, Ballantyne did 
not go too far in estimating that the 
shrinkage in the receipts from dairy- 
ing in Canada this year will be at 
least $5,000,000, 


Books For the Farmers. 
Institute aerarieee Which Should 
Benefit Rural Communities. 


One of the prominent features in 
connection with the farmers’ institute 
work is the establishment of libraries 
in the diffevent ridinvs. One of the 
institutes formed in the northern part 
of the proyince in 1899 has in the past 
two years spent about $500 on tures 
libraries for the benefit of the riding, 
and it is intended to spend a consider- 
able sum each year in adding to these. 
The books deal chiefly with agricul. 
tural subjects, field agriculture, live 
stock, fruit, etc., and latterly there 
haye been added books of special 
interest to women on the farm, such 
as the preserving of fruits, ventilation 
und sanitation and architecture,

Wash the rice 
and the raisins and stir everything 
{together till the sugar dissolves. 
‘Then put it in a baking dish in the 
oven. Jvery little while open the 
door and see if a light brown crust 
is forming over the top, and if it is, 
stir the pudding all up from the bot- 
tom and push down the crust. Keep 
on doing this till the rice swells and 
makes the milk all thick and creamy, 
which it will after about an hour. 
Then let the pudding cook, and when 
jit is a nice deep brown take it out 
und let it get very cold. 

Cottage Pudding.—One egg, one 
cup sugar, one-half cup milk, one and 
one-half cups flour, one teaspoon 
baking powder. Beat the yolk of 
|eze light, add the sugar slowly and 
|beat more, then put in the milk, the 
flour, the whites of the oggs beaten 
stiff, and last of all the baking pow- 
der, and stir it up well. Put in a 
greased pan and bake nearly half an 
hour, Serve with foamy sauce. 

Foamy Sauce.—One-half cup butter, 
onehalf cup boiling water, one cup 
powdered sugar, white of one egg, 
one teaspoon vanilla. Rub the bhut- 
ter and sugar to a cream, add the 
Vanilla and beat well. When it is 
time to serve, beat the egg stiff Stir 
the boiling water into the butter and 
sugar and then put in the egg. Stand 
the bowl on the stove in a pan of 
water and beat with the egg beater 
till foamy. 

Panned chicken.—Thie chicken should 
be small, not over a pound in weight 
and should be cleared and split for 
broiling. Then break the breast 
bone and flatten with a rolling-pin. 
Place in a baking pan with the skin 
side up, laying on each breast a 
slice of fat bacon. Sprinkle very 
lightly with salt and popper and a 
little water, cover the pan tightly 
and bake for one-half hour.

Sprinkle with 
chopped parsley and onion, allowing 
a tablespoonful of each to one chick- 
en. Cover the pan and cook in a 
quick oven for three-quarters of an 
hour. Remove from the pan, brush 
over with beaten ege, cover lightly 
with rolled and sifted breadcrumbs, 
then broil with sauce tartare. This 
dish is admirable for spring lunch- 
eons, with new potatoes and peas.

Add half a 
dozen drops of carbolic acid, if you 
have any. If no varnish is handy, 
use the whites of eggs made into a 
thin paste with flour, sweet oil, 
rgw (not boiled) linseed oil, or gly- 
1 A Never apply a preparation 
which will produce a smarting sensa- 
tion, no matter how goced it may be 
for other purposes. In dressing a 
burn, be sure that the entire surface 
is thoroughly covered. Steam and 
hot water burns are treated the same 
as those produced by fire.

THE BRITISH IN TIBET. 


Why They Are There and What 
They Are Fighting For. 


Our latest little war is with Ti- 
bet. Yet not one Briton in twenty 
could say exactly what it is for 
which we are fighting. We are not 
seeking territory; neither do we wish 
to interfere with the self-government 
of the Tibetans. The trouble has 
arisen thus: 

In 1890 a Convention was drawn 
up between Tibet and Great Britain, 
by which the Tibetans agreed to es- 
tablish, between themselves and ad- 
jjacent and friendly Powers, such 
means of communication as ought to 
exist between neighboring States. 
The authorities at Lhassa, the Ti- 
betan capital, seem, however, to 
bave regretted the making of this 
Convention, for they have never 
shown the slightest disposition to 
fulfil their promises. We have re- 
peatedly sent despatches of protest 
but they have 
been returned to us unanswered, and 
{in some instances even unopened, and 
they have recently become more and 
lmore heedicss of our representations 
Decause they supposed they had the 
full sympathy and support of Russia. 
The British Mission was sent to 
lget the explanation of their disre- 


|gard of the Convention, seeing that; 
isuch an explanation was evidently 

forthceming unless fetched by 
our own can ketaas To accept their 
silence unchallenged would be to in- 
spire in the Tibetan mind a  Con- 
tempt for British power; and as part 
of our Indian frontier abuts upon 
Tibet, it is absolutely necessary, for 
the sake of the Tibetans as well as 
our own, that we should give them 
no encouragement to think that they | 
may treat a properly drawn-up Con- 
vention with disrespect. We had

In the natural course ef events 
Egypt will sooner or later be de-} 
clared as such. ow that France, 
the chief power with the right to ob- 
ject and fight against such oa step, 
has given up all opposition in the 
matter, it is not likely that any 
other power will place any  scrious 
in the way. Whether 
England will in the near future pro- 
claim Egypt a protectorate or not, 
it is one in fact, and it is doubted 
whether England rules India with the 
same facilitv, certainty, and casiness 
of mind that she does Egypt. 
VAST IMPROVEMENTS. 

The more practical question at pre-} 
sont is what is to be done with these 
ten million pounds sterling for 
which the Anglo-French agreement re- 
garding Egypt was concluded. No 
definite decision has yet been made, 
but undoubtedly this sum will serve 
various big projects, chiefly in the 
Irrigation Department. 

Though two great dams were con- 
structed at Assouan and Assiuet, es- 
pecially the former, which was open- 
ed with so much ceremony, yet they 
are far from supplying the wants of 
the country. More dams will have 
to be built so as to supply irriga- 
tion for the thousands and thou- 
sands of acres which, owing to the 
want of such supply, are at present 
allowed to waste, both in Egypt and 
the Soudan. ‘Two of them are now 
being carefully considered, and one— 
that of Rayan—may be decided upon 
in the near future, While the already 
constructed dam at Assouan will be 
increased in height. Part of this 
sum will also go toward construct- 
ing Soudan railways and developing 
its agriculture, 

Mr. Leigh Hunt, an American gen- 
tleman, who is interested in Egyp- 
tian and Soudan affairs, has already 
jbought 15,000 acres of land, chiefly 
in the Soudan. He is an enterpris- 
ing man, who will in course of time 
have much influence in the country. 
He had last week an audience with 
the Khedive and seems to be very 
enthusiastic on the matter. Before 
many years pass Mr. Hunt will be 
one of the great landed proprietors 
in Egypt. 

These projects, when they shall 
have become actual facts, cannot but 
give a Very important impetus to 
foreign industry and trade.- The 
further sums, which should have use- 
lessly been amassed in the caisse de 
la dette had not the present Anglo- 
French agreement been reached, will 
also in their turn be utilized for sim- 
ilar projects. The Fgyptian financed 
have now assumed such a high and 
stable standard that the Govern- 
ment could afford to spend much for 
the development of the country. 

Each year brings her nearer to 
brighter and happier days. When 
1968 arrives the Suez Canal Com- 
pany will pass into the hands of the 
Egyptian Government. This big 
item alone realizes at present an an- 
nual income of £3,800,000. It is, 
however, calculated that at that 
period of time the annual income of 
the Suez Canal will be no less than 
£6,000,000,

Her utter unpreparedness for the 
present conflict with Japan is too 
manifest to need more than passing 
mention. Her fleet, which would 
have been fairly effective if united, 
was at the commencement of hosti- 
lities scattered in four detachments 
—at Port Arthur, Vladiyostok,Cron- 
stadt and the Crimea. Her army 
was nowhere completely equipped 
or ready for rapid mobilization. 
Her Generals and Admirals were so 
many units, as little likely to har- 
Mmunize as to thwart one another, 
Her arms and other equipment for 
both land and sea fighting were far 


of the Japanese fleet and army, 
both keyed up to the highest state 
of efficiency and guided by an in- 
telligence unprecedented in the his- 
tory of war, Russia's huge but in- 
effective organization has proved to 
be a mere bulk, at the mercy of an 
effectiye machine. 

She has sent her best to Man- 
churia, and they have utterly failed 
even to seriously check the Japan- 
ese adyance. True,they haye been 
ill-supported, not to say thwarted, 
at St. Petersburg, but they are ob- 
viously overmatched by men who 
are past masters of strategy on a 
large scale, who have taken pains to 
make themselves minutely acquaint- 
ed with the ground which has be- 
come the theatre of conflict, and 
who have shown the most thorough 
self-control in co-operating with 
each other for the common advant- 
age. Whatever the immediate out- 
come of the present war, Russian 
military prestige has suffered an ir- 
reparable blow, not merely among 
the peoples of the east. but among 
the European powers.

The 
whole affair, including the cutting of 
the timber, consumed perhaps half an 
hour, 

To travel with a Woods Indian is 
a constant source of delight on this 
account. The Indian rarely needs to 
hunt for the materials he requires. 
He knows exactly where they grow, 
and he turns as directly to them as 
a clerk would turn to his shelves. 
No problem of the livingeof physical 
life is too obscure to have escaped 
his various experience, You may 
travel with Indians fce years, and 
learn every summer something new 
and delightful about how to take 
care of yourself.

BREEDING SOWS, 


Three things of great importance 
in the breeding of swine are ancestry, 
individuality and form. In commer- 
cial pork production, purity of blood 
{in the sow is not so essential as

'focding, breeding and nursing quali- 
tics is important. a 

Among general individual giualities, 
sizo, strength of bone and length of 
coupling are very important. The 
!size should be medium to large for 
| the breed and the bone medium to 
fine, but strong and finer than in the 
male. The body should be rangy, 
but it would not be well to have the 
coupling unduly long. 
tH Beeeatne Mea of the most de

be miaintained for the exclusion 
foul atmosphere in the cave.

: f causes of the 
unsatisfactory progress of many of 
our schools. A good deal of it is, 
doubtless, due to unavoidable causes— 
distance from school, inclement 
weuther, the state of the roads at cer- 
tain seasons of the year, epidemic dis- 
eases to which children are subject, 
the need of the child’s labor at home— 
but no inconsiderable part of it is due 
to the apathy and carelessness of too 
many parents, the ayarice of others, 
and to neglect on the part of trustees 
and teachers to make use of ayailable 
means for the lessening of the eyil. 


SCHOOL FINANCES, 


For Public School purposes, $47899.11 
was expended. Of this, $35078.66 was 
paid to teachers.

CLASSIFICATION OF PUPILS, 


During the year, the pupils were 
classified as follows:—Junior First 
CQlass (First Reader, Part I.), 1835; 
Senior First Olass (First Reader, Part 
IL), 984; Second Class, 1152; Third 
Class, 981; Fourth Class, 590; Fifth 
Class, 91. 

It is a matter for regret that so 
small a proportion of the children in 
attendance at our schools remain in 
them long enough to reach the higher 
classes. Comparatively few over 14 
te of age continue in attendance, 

any cannot do so, but more could if 
their parents were anxious to have 
them better educated. During the 
winter months, the older children who 
have not been able to attend during 
the rest of the year should go to 
school. In the boyhood of some pres- 
ent, this was the custom. Many who 
now occupy distinguished positions in 
Ontario received a large part of their 
public school education in that way. 
The attendance of grown up boys and 
girls during the winter season should 
be encouraged by Trustees, ‘Teachers 
and the Education Department in 
eyery legitimate way. 


COUNTY MODEL, SCHOOL, 


In 1903 there were 26 students in 
attendance at this institution, of these 
10 were only eligible for District 
Certificates, 

At the final examination, 16 receiy- 
ed Provincial Third Class Certificates 
valid for three years, 8 received Dis- 
trict Certificates for three years, and 
two were awarded similar certificates 
good for one year. 


TEACHERS’ ASSOCIATION. 


For many years our annual 
Teachers’ Conventions were held in 
Madoc, In 1903, a new departure was 
taken and the Conyention was held in 
Bancroft, on October 8th and 9th. 
The result was satisfactory in every 
way, ‘The number of teachers present 
was the largest in the history of the 
association, In other vespects, the 
Conyention was successful. Miss 
Cullen, one of the best primary 
teachers in Toronto, and Miss Sinclair, 
a former teacher of North Hastings, 
and for years a teacher in India, were 
present and by their addresses did 
much to make the meeting interesting 
and helpful. 


BCHOOL LIBRARIES, 


In the boyhood of some who now 
hear me, School Section Libraries 
were by no means uncommon. For 
reasons which it is unnecessary to 
discuss now, they became defunct, 
Kor many years only one or two of 
onv public schools have had librar 
We have been expending much 
thought and labor in teaching chil- 
dren to read but doing less than 
should have been done to develop in 
them a love of reading, and still less 
to guide them to the right kind of 
vemling. It is of great importance 
that they should leave school loving 
good literature, If the te for the 
best literature is not acquired in the 
school it will, in the majority of cases, 
never be acquired, 

here should be in every school a 
well-selected library, and its vitality 
and freshness should be maintained by 
annual additions to its stock of books. 
specially are such libraries needed in

Dairy type is not an accident, and 
there is good sense in every point of 
make up. In the matter of judging 
a dairy cow there is nothing so re- 
liable as the milk scale and the Bab- 
cock tester, but a prospective buyer 
in some cases, or a judge in the show 
ring, must have a quicker way of 
judging, and he must have the abili- 
ty to recognize at a glance the signs 
which have proven to be the evidence 
of the true dairy type. 

Invariably the leading characteris- 
tits of a good dairy cow are a 
strong development of stomach and 
udder; not overdeveloped, but enough 
to indicate ability and dq a lot of 
good hard work, large, mild and 
prominent ayes; broad forehead, 
broad muzzle and wide nostrils; the 
wedge shape of the body; as judicat- 
ed by plenty of room, for heart and 
lungs; and goneral appearance, Tho 
dairy cow is bred to yield all that 
is not absolutely necessary to her 
support in the mills pail, and if any- 
one will follow these indications they 
will not go far Wrong in their  se- 
lection. The matter of persistency 
which we consider ono of the essenti- 
al points, is probably o matter of 
education as well os heredity,

A Murderous Assault. 


Inspector Murray, of the provincial 
detective force, of Toronto, has been 
at Craigmont during the past week or 
two investigating the assault per- 
petrated upon William’ Welsh:

On 
their return in the evening the men 

icked a quarrel with Welsh, and Pitts 
Frog get struck at him together, while 
Morrison hit him on the head from 
the rear witha heavy glass lantern. 
There is a wound four inches long, 
made apparently with a_ hatchet, 
while a big four-foot bludgeon was 
used also. They then threw him out- 
|side, but argued that he would get 
assistance and make trouble and Pitts 
went out and struck him again with 
the bludgeon seyeral times. They 
then carried him back into the shed, 
repeated their assaults and threw him 
out for dead. Others who had seen 
the fight, but did not interfere, then 
took him, washed the blood away and 
sent for a doctor. There is strong 
evidence supplemented by the detec- 
tive’s investigations, tg prove the case. 
The men are in Pembroke jail.

Vhis brings the total 
umder cultivation below 154 million 
acres, or 8,000,000 less than a 
century ago, The decgease in wheat 
acreage hay been 84 per cent., or 
145,000 acres, leaving only 1,582,- 
000 acres to wheat; while the bar- 
ley acreage fell by 51,000 acres, re- 
ducing the total acreage to 1,858,- 
000 acres, the lowest on record, 
Even the lands in potato cultivation 
are less by 10,000 acres.

The Impire of Korea, which is in 
the position of a nut botween a ham- 
mer and’ an anvil, possesses an army;

teen millions, the army consists only 
of a nominal ten thousand militia- 
men, Who, although their younger 
officers have been instructed by 
panese, are of no Value as 6 
The artillery possesses cighteon runs, 
of which six are mounted in forts, 
six aro field guns, and six are moun- 
tain guns. In addition, tho Korean 
Government last September ordered 
six field guns in Japan, and four field 
guns and eight Maxims in England. 
The cavalry consists of one hundred 
and fifty more or less mounted men, 
und the navy of an old merchant ves- 
sel, armed with cight guns, which 
the Koreans bought of Japan last 
April. On tho whole, though it is

CONSOLING FEATURE, 


To the Englishman, the one consol- 
ing feature of these depressing  fig- 
ures is the increase in the imports of 
colonial wheat, Last year India 
was the chief colonial source, sending 
853,000 tons, an increase of 411,- 
000 tons over the previous year. 
Canada sent 728,000 tons, or 112,- 
000 tons more than in the preceding 
year. Neither Australia nor New 
Zealand exported any, though Eng- 
land received 211,000 tons in 1902, 
and 310,000 tons in 1901, from the 
former. 

The imports of apples were over 
60 per cent. *heavices than in 1902, 
and last year’s tccal of 4,570,000 
ewt. represents the largest quantity 
ever received. 

The figures relating to the impor- 
tation of beef tell almost the same 
tale as do those referring to wheat. 
To quote the bald, concise language 
of-the report, ‘‘Importations of both 
cattle and sheep once again increas- 
ed,”’ 

The dead meat imported from the 
United States increased from 141,- 
000 to 157,000 tons, although tho 
live cattle decreased from 108,000 
to 100,000 tons. In the Argentine 
supply there was an increase of 21,- 
000 tons in the supplies of live cat- 
tle and dead meat, and of 80,000 
tons of Canadian cattle. The dead 
reat imported from Canada remained 
stationery at 2,000 tons. 

Imports of fresh mutton were heay- 
jer by 18,000 tons than in 1902— 
hitherto the highest 
the total amount now exceeds 200,- 
tons. The quantity of pig- 
meat received is declining.

Of provisions there were over 200,- 
000 tons of butter imported, the 
highest aggregate receipt on record, 
his reveals Some unexpected sources 
of supply.

The wise dairyman will test the cow 
with a keen appetite and find out what 
she is doing with the large amount of 
feed eaten, If she is returning a 
profit on the cost, give her a chance. 

“It seems impossible to give Ruby 
enough to eat and I can't keep her 
stall clean,” said a caretaker of a 
furous Jersey cow. 

She was tested and was tound to be 
making at the rate of twenty-four 
pounds of butter in seven days. \ After- 
wards, with special care, she did still 
better, 

Suppose she had been making no 
profit, it would have been still more 
important to have known it. 

Be sure that the drinking places are 
cleaned out so the cows have access to 
plenty of pure, fvesh water. A good 
supply of pure water is positiyely 
necessary to maintain health during 
the oppressively hot days, 

A lump of salt should” be kept in a 
box in the pasture as well as in the 
yard. By actual experiment it was 
found that there was a difference of 
over one hundred pounds of milk in 
two weeks from three cows that were 
salted regularly, 

The cows should have one 
brushing allover every day. 

Use some good fly spray to protect 
the herd from flies. It will suave 
many times its cost, 

Always remember that the 
dairy cow is easily alfected by un 
fuvorable surroundingsand conditions, 
If she is nsing up her vital force fight 
ing flies, she can not giye the 
return in milk and butter fat,

Japan, according to news receiyed, 
would have lost 49 armored cruisers, 
84 other cruisers, 98 destroyers and 
594 torpedo boats while her losses in 
soldiers would have been 98,000 killed, 
118,000 prisoners of war and 131,000 
wounded,

No 
matter how good a capacity or how 
well balanced may be the general 
conformation of the cow, a good dis- 
position is necessary in order that 
she may utilize all of her qualities 
to the best advantage. 

Handle the cow before purchasing 
her. See that she milks eas If 
she be a kicker, she will be likely to 
let you know it at once, It is well 
also to learn something of her form- 
er history.

At noon tho following day tho Brit-

part and breastwork. The drums 
beat tho call to aems as the Rang- 


ors and light infantry emerged into 
the open space and began a scatter- 
ing fire, Then four regiments of 
scarlet-clad regulars, the Grenadiers, 
in high. glazed hats, advanced in 
solid columns from cover of the for- 
est. The Black Watch and 55th 
Regiment were held in reserve. Over 
the broken ground, with its maze of 
fallen trees, the assailants could see 
the top of the breastwork, but not 
a Frenchinon was visible. 

Suddenly the whole line helched 
forth fame and smoke like a volcano 
and a terrible tempest of screaming 


targets, dirks and Lochaber axes 
like tho Indian shields, hunting 
knives and tomahawks. The red 
men looked on these grim and war- 
like mountaineers as of the same 
extraction as themselves and wel- 
comed them es brothers. The win- 
ter and following spring were spent 
at Albany in practising bush-fighting 
and sharpshooting, in which tho 
Highlanders soon revived the skill 
they had attained as deerstalkers 
and hunters among their own crags 
and corries. 

JOINED ABERCROMBIE. 


In the summer of 1758 the Black 
Watch joined the expedition under 
General Abercrombie, destined to 
prozeed against Fort Ticonderoga. 
The army was encamped at Fort Wil- 
liam Henry. the scene of the infam- 
ous massacre in the proceeding year 
and the shores of Lake George to 
ithe foot of the wooded mountains 
were studded with tents inhabited by 
grim vegulars with powdered wigs 
and pigtails, lanky colonial militia 
Jn ill-fitting uniforms, and bronzed 
rangers in semi-Indian garb. General 
Abercrombie, an aristocratic old 
gentleman, devoid of all military 
talent, was but the nominal leader 
of the expedition. Pitt intended 
that the real authority should — be 
wested in the young and chivalrous 
‘Viscount Howe, whom he describes 
as ‘‘n character of ancient times, a 
perfect mode! of-a soldier.’ This 
zealousspirited nobleman was the 
‘soul of the army, and though a 
strict disciplinarian, his frank and 
engaging manner won him the love 
of officers and men. On July 5 the 
expedition, consisting of 7,000 regu-

MICROBES’ PHOTOGRAPHS. 
The Method of Securing the Films 
Is Very Simple. 


Photographs of living disease germs 
are the Jatest accomplishment of. 
Science, and will, of course, be of in- 
estimable Value for medical and sur- 
gical purposes. Given the complicat-! 
ed machinery and processes required 
to get the negative films for any sot 
of life-motion pictures, the method of 
securing the films for germ life is 
simpler than might be supposed. The 
living germs to be pictured are put} 
ina lantern-slide, in blood or water 
or other suitable mediuin, and pro- 
jected on a screen, just as they might 
be by a physician giving a lecture, 
and showing to the class the actual 
live germ and its habits.

KLONDYKE IN HIGHLANDS. 


Mineral Finds May Inaugurata 
New Industry. 


Tiere is every prospect of a new 
industry springing 


way towards solving the pressing 
problem of the rapid depopulating 
of the glons and villages of the north. 
There is gold in those regions, but 


the only persons it benefits so far 
are the gold poachers, who dig ore 
in a clandestine fashion. - 

Important mineral finds have re- 
contly been made on the Western 
shores of Ross and Cromarty. IF or 


some time past a stafl of engineers 
have been employed prospecting 
among the hills, and their efforts 
have met with a fair ameunt of seg 
cess, 

Traces have been found of several 
minerals—including iron, asbestos 
and copper, as well as gold—but it 
is doubtful if any of them can be 
profitably worked with the exception 
of copper. 

‘At the very rich copper vein locat- 
ed last week in the Parish of Kin- 
tail, on the estate of Sir Keith 
Fraser, arrangements are being made 
to start mining operations at an 
early date. 

As Kishorn, to the north of Kin- 
tail, work has already been com- 
menced at an old copper mine which 
has lain untouched for 60 years. 
About 80 Welsh miners are now ex- 
cavating the ore, and the workings 
promise to be profitably carried on. 

The vein rung along the side of a 
hill about 500 feet high, called 'To- 
mapress, in which traces of gold have 
also been found. This mine is situs- 
ted about ten miles distant from 
Strathcarron Station, on the High- 


land Railway. Kishorn Bay is a 
natural harbor, and the ore can be 
economically shipped to the great 


smelting works at Swansea. 

It is not definitely known whether 
or net the gold can be worked pro- 
fitably on account of the heavy gov- 
ernment tax, which caused the late 
Duke of Sutherland to abandon the 
gold workings at Kildonan, in Suth-

Results of Visits Paid by Inatructors 
to the Farms of Milk Producers. 


The following circular has been 
issued by the Ontario Department of 
Agriculture, Toronto, Angust 17th, 
1904: 
The improvement already shown ip 
the quality of the milk delivered at 
creameries and cheese factories as a 
result of personal visits made by In- 
structoré to the prentises of the pro- 
lucers is so marked that more and 
more attention will be paid to the in- 
dividual farmer, Untess the produc- 
ers are willing to co-operate with the 
makers and the Instructors in observ- 
ing cleanliness at every step, then we 
cannot hope for any marked improve- 
ment in the quality of the cheese and 
butter mma UTASbUeds Tho makers, 
almost to a man, are doing all in their 
power to manufacture a high-class 
article, although there are a few 
* would-be-makers now in charge of 
factories who would be betler employ- 
ed at some work which does not de- 
mand the skill, patience, and persever- 
ance necessary to success jn the manu- 
facture of cheese and butter.

Fooled the Constables. 


John Johuliz'’s Escape on the Way to 
Napanee Jail. 
Napanee, Ang. 17.—A_ couple of 
constables bringing a prisoner from 
Flinton, in the rear of the county, on 
Monday night ure feeling depressed 
over the escape of their man, The 
circumstances of the case are as fol- 


lows :—On Monday last John Johuliz 
was committed for trial at Flinton by 
Mr. J. M. Dafoe, J, P., on two charges, 
one of stealing a gold watch and about 
‘$10 from P, A. Wickwire, of Cloyne, 
the other charge was for stealing a 
bottle of whiskey, a box of cigars and 
$4 or $5 from W. O, O'Keefe, of 
Flinton. The Magistrate gave the 
warrant of committal to two con- 
stables, J. Juby and James Banford, 
to bring Johuliz to Napanee jail. 
They started with their prisoner on 
Monday evening from Flinton. The 
prisoner's hands were tied and both 
feet chained together, About 11 
o'clock when nearing Roslin the 
prisoner said he was sleepy and asked 
permission to lie down in the bottom 
of the rig. This was consented to, 
and that is the last seen of the prisoner. 
It has been learned since that he stole 
a horse and rode to Croyden, where 
helet the horse go and took to the 
woods, heading for the border. An- 
other report to-day says the man was 
seen near Odessa. 

The prisoner was a young man 
about 21 years of age, of Italian and 
French extraction, but a clever and 
slippery customer. A description of 
the escaped burglar is being sent to

A 
country, almost unknown, in the very 
heart of central TFurope, An inde- 
pendent and whimsical principality 
of sixty-eight square miles. It is in 
the eastern 
per Rhine. Hemmed in by Switzer- 
land and Austria, and but a few 
miles from the German frontier, it 
has been independent for over two 
centuries, and was forgotten by Bis- 
marck, so runs the local peasantry, 


in the reorganization following tho 
Prussian wars with Austria and 
France 


It is not tucked inaccessibly away. 
Thousands of travellers on their way 
to Innsbruck, have seen from the 
train the towering mountains of the 
little State. Others, on their way 
to DavosPlatz, have glanced at a 
distant little town, at the foot of a 
castled reck, without suspecting that 
they were looking at one of the cap- 
itals of Europe. 

There is no military service. There 
is no national debt. There is a 
nominal tax, only a tenth as large 
as that of Austria. The ruling 
Prince gives freely for the good of 
the people out of his huge private 
fortune. So far from deriving any 
revenue from his principality he pays 
heavily for the pleasure of holding
